BYE-LAWS FOR THE REGULATION OF THE ERECTION OF ENCLOSURES, 
FENCES, TENTS, AWNINGS AND OTHER TEMPORARY STRUCTURES IN 
MORAR CANTONMENT, 


1. No enclosure, fence, tent, awning or other temporary structure of whatsoever 
material or nature shall be erected on any land situated within the limits of the 
Morar Cantonment without the permission in writing of thei Board, its President, 
or Executive Officer, as the case may be. 

2. Permission to erect the temporary structures referred to in bye-law 1 may 
be. given by the Board, its President or Executive Officer subject to such conditions 
it or he may impose in this behalf. , 

3. Permission under bye-law 2 may be given for a period not exceeding twelve 
months in each individual case and shall not be renewable: 

Provided that the previous concurrence of the Military Estates Officer shall be 
obtained in respect of areas not under the management of the Board. 

4. Any person committing a contravention of bye-law 1 shall on conviction be 
punishable with fine which may extend to fifty rupees and, in the case of conti- 
nuing contravention, with an additional fine which may extend to five rupees for 
every day during which such contravention continues after conviction for the first 
such contravention.

1. Short title. — These rules may be called the Armed Forces Headquarters 
(Class IV Non-Gazettcd) Recruitment Rules, 1960. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply for recruitment to the posts specified in 
column 1 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Number, classification, pay, method of recruitment, etc. — The number, 
classification, scales of pay attached thereto of the posts and the method or 
recruitment and other conditions relating thereto shall be as specified in columns 
2 to 13 of the Schedule: 

Provided that no male candidate who has more than one wife living and no 
woman candidate who has married a person having already a wife living shall be 
eligible, for appointment unless the Central Government, after having been satisfied 
that there are special grounds for doing so, exempts any such candidate from the 
operation of this condition.
